First Swedish Lutheran Church organized 
by Pastor Peter Carlson as a congregation of the 
Augustana Synod (building located on Franklin 
between 35th and 36th Streets). 


August 22, 1883 - 

Zion Lutheran Church, a Finnish language 
church, was founded with Pastor J.J. Hoikka as 
its first pastor (he also served First Swedish); the 
church was located on 18th Street, and was part 
of the Augustana Synod until joining the Suomi 
Synod in 1895. 


May, 1908 - 

An English language church with ties to the 
1870’s German Lutheran group was organized 
under the name Memorial Lutheran Church; it 
had a building at 13th and Grand, and was first 
affiliated with the Augustana Synod and then 
with the ULCA.

Columbia Hospital was opened by the 

Columbia Conference of the Augustana Synod 


August 27, 1929 - 

Trinity Lutheran Church (a merger of First 
Swedish and Memorial) was chartered with 269 
members as a congregation of the Augustana 
Synod.

Congregations from Zion Lutheran and 
Trinity Lutheran, both Astoria historic 
churches with Scandinavian heritages, 
voted Sunday to merge on All Saints Day 


Nov. 3. 


After the vote, which was 157 to 39, 
members of Zion Lutheran walked to 
Trinity Lutheran for a special prayer 
service. 


The merger was proposed to eliminate 
duplication by the two downtown churches 
which are only four blocks apart and both 
affiliated with the Lutheran Church of 
America. 


Both pastors, Rev. Bill Williams of Zion 
and Rev. C.G. Bergren of Trinity, will 
resign their positions, and the new 
congregation will call a new spiritual head 
of the merged church. 


A committee made up of members from 
both churches will go to work immediately 
on choosing a new pastor, as well as 
selecting a new name for the church and 
deciding the disposition of the two chur- 
Zion Lutheran Church ches’ property. 
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It is expected the church will move to 
Zion Lutheran’s building, but no official 
action has been taken. 


Both churches started in the 1800s, 
though their present buildings were 
erected much later. Zion has been iden- 
tified with Finns while Trinity has been 
tied to Swedes 


Zion Lutheran recently celebrated its 
90th anniversary, starting Aug. 22, 1883 as 
the Finnish Evangelical Lutheran Church. 

Its original building was a wooden frame 
structure on Eighteenth Street near the 
corner of Franklin.

The name of the congregation was ry 
changed to Zion in 1943. It formerly was a 
Suomi Synod Church, but became part of 
the Lutheran Church of America in 1962. 


Its present church was started 
construction in 1947. = 





Trinity Lutheran dates back even far- 
ther to the 1870s when a German group 
organized a congregation. 

The First Swedish Evangelical Lutheran 
Church was organized with 18 members 





March 23, 1880 and built a church on 
Franklin Street between Thirty-third and 
Thirty-fourth streets. . 


In response to a need for an English- 
speaking church, Memorial Lutheran was 
formed May 4, 1908. It began by wor- 
shipping with the German congregation, 
but eventually built its own church. 


In 1920 the First Swedish Lutheran 
Church and Memorial Lutheran approved 
resolutions to merge, but the consolidation 
didn’t take place until Aug. 27, 1920 when 
Trinity Lutheran was formed. 


The present church building at Sixteenth 
and Franklin held its first service 
Christmas Day 1938. 


There are two other Lutheran churches 
in Astoria — First Lutheran Church, which 
has an identification with Norwegians, and 
Bethany Lutheran. 


First Lutheran is affiliated with the 
American Lutheran denomination while 
Bethany Lutheran is a Free Lutheran 
church.

The congregations from Zion and 
Trinity Lutheran churches officially 
merged Sunday forming a new 
congregation called Peace Evangelical 
Lutheran Church. 

The church will meet in the building 
owned by the former Zion Lutheran 
congregation at Twelfth and Exchange. 

The Revs. W.A. Williams of Zion and 
C.G. Berggren of Trinity will remain as 
interim pastors. New pastoral 
leadership will be sought by July, 1975. 

The merger became official when a 
motion was made during the morning 
worship service Sunday and it passed 
unanimously. 

The service had special significance 
because it was All Saints Sunday. The 
church was filled to capacity. 

Rey. A.G. Fjellman, president of the 
Pacific Northwest Synod of the 
Lutheran Church of America of which 
both churches are affiliated, delivered 
the serrnon Sunday. 

He said the merger would mean ‘‘new 
life and a new beginning”’ for the two 
combined congregations. 

Fjellman also said church members 
Should cling to the ‘‘grateful 
memories” of the service Sunday. 

One of the memories he singled out 
was the prayer of the day which said, 
“Almighty God, whose people are knit 
together in one holy church.” 

There was also a handmade banner 
that proclaimed, “‘We are one in the 
spirit,’’ which was the title of the 
recessional hymn that concluded the 
service. . 

The hymn said: ‘‘We will walk with 


each other, we walk hand in hand; And 
together we'll spread the news that God 
is in our land.” 

A fellowship coffee followed the 
worship service. 

Participants in the service included 
pastors Williams, Berggren and T.E. 
Johnstone Sr., who helped in the 
communion service. 

The organist was Ed Abrahamson;

To underscore the unity of the 
merged congregation, Peace Lutheran 
will hold just one morning worship 
service for awhile. The service will be

Efforts will be made to sell Trinity’s 
former church building at Sixteenth 
and Franklin to another church. 

Trinity’s building is the older of the 
two churches. i 

If it is sold for some other purpose, 
church officials decided to retain 
Trinity's organ, stained glass windows, 
altar, pulpit, baptismal font, lectern, 
railing, paneling, hymn rd and 
pews.

And I saw no temple in the city, for 
its temple is the Lord God the Almighty 
and the Lamb. And the city has no need 
of sun or moon to shine upon it, for the 
glory of God is its light, and its lamp is 
the Lamb. By its light shall the nations 
walk; and the kings of the earth shall 
bring their glory into it, and its gates 
shall never be shut by day—and there 
shall be no night there; they shall bring 
into it the glory and the honor of the 
nations. But nothing unclean shall enter 
it, not any one who practices abomina- 
tion or falsehood, but only those who 
are written in the Lamb’s book of life. 

[Then he showed me the river of the 
water of life, bright as crystal, flowing 
from the throne of God and of the 
Lamb through the middle of the street 
of the city; also, on either side of the 
river, the tree of life with its twelve 
kinds of fruit, yielding its fruit each 
month; and the leaves of the tree were 
for the healing of the nations. There 
shall no more be anything accursed, but 
the throne of God and of the Lamb 
shall be in it, and his servants shall 
worship him; they shall see his face, and 
his name shall be on their foreheads. 
And night shall be no more; they need 
no light of lamp or sun, for the Lord 
God will be their light, and they shall 
reign for ever and ever. ]

Then Mary of Bethany, when she came 
where Jesus was and saw him, fell at his

When Jesus saw her weeping, and 
the Jews who came with her also weep- 
ing, he was deeply moved in spirit and 
troubled; and he said, ‘Where have you 
laid him?” They said to him, “Lord, 
come and see.” Jesus wept. So the Jews 
said, “See how he ioved him!’ But some 
of them said, “Could not he who 
opened the eyes of the blind man have 
kept this man from dying?” 

Then Jesus, deeply moved again, 
came to the tomb; it was a cave, and a 
stone lay upon it. Jesus said, ‘Take 
away the stone.” Martha, the sister of 
the dead man, said to him, “Lord, by 
this time there will be an odor, for he 


has been dead four days.” Jesus said to 
her, “Did I not tell you that if you 
would believe you would see the glory 
of God?” So they took away the stone. 
And Jesus lifted up his eyes and said, 
“Father, I thank thee that thou hast 
heard me. I knew that thou hearest me 
always, but I have said this on account 
of the people standing by, that they 
may believe that thou didst send me.”

The 
dead man came out, his hands and feet 
bound with bandages, and his face 
wrapped with a cloth. Jesus said to 
them, “Unbind him, and let him go.”

The 119 ELCA congregations in Oregon will form 
13 geographical clusters, including First Lutheran 
and Peace Lutheran, Astoria; Our Saviour’s 
Lutheran, Seaside; and Immanuel Lutheran, 
Knappa. 

The new church was formed by the merging of 
three national bodies — the American Lutheran 
Church, the Association of Evangelical Lutheran 
Churches and the Lutheran Church in America. 
The church, with 5.3 million members nationwide, 
will become the fourth largest U.S. Protestant 
denomination. The new organization will be 
officially organized on Jan. 1, 1988. 

Among the resolutions adopted at the convention 


was one of support for the churches of South Africa 


and Namibia in ‘unqualified opposition to the 
apartheid system in South Africa”’ and the “‘illegal 
occupation and oppression by South Africa and 
Namibia.”

An old Swedish liturgy will be 
modified for use at the celebration 
and will include chants in the 
Swedish language.

The Rev. Roland Swanson, from 
Mount Vernon, Wash., the synodical 
archivist, will present a brief re- 
view of the history of the congrega- 
tion. A former pastor of Trinity 
Lutheran Church, one of the Astoria 
churches that merged with Zion 
Lutheran Church 13 years ago to 
form Peace Lutheran Church, the 
Rev. Clifford Berggren, from Van- 
couver, Wash., will be a guest at the 
service. Assisting in the worship 
service will be Astoria pastors 
Theodore Johnstone and William 
Arbaugh. 

A collection of historic photo- 
graphs and mementoes from the 
church’s early days will be on 
display at a potluck luncheon after 
the service. 

Zion Lutheran Church originally 
was part of the Suomi (Finnish) 
Synod which became part of the 
Lutheran Church in America in 
1962. Trinity Lutheran Church was 
the result of an earlier merging of 
First (Swedish) and Memorial Lu- 
theran churches. 

The church building now serving 
the congregation of Peace Lutheran 
Church originally housed Zion Lu- 
theran. The Trinity Lutheran 
Church building was sold to Clatsop 
Community College and now serves 
as the college’s Performing Arts 
Center. 

On Sunday afternoon at 4 the Rev. 
Seppo Airas will lead a Finnish- 
language service at the church.

Peace Lutheran Church now observes its lO7th 
anniversary, celebrating the efforts and hopes of 
diverse people. Thirteen years ago two Astoria 
congregations merged to form Peace Lutheran Church. 
One of these was Zion Lutheran, a congregation of 
the Suomi Synod. This Finnish Synod in 1962 joined 


with others to form the Lutheran Church in America. 


The other congregation in the merger was 

Trinity Lutheran, which was itself the result of an 
@arlier merger including First (Swedish) and also 
Memorial Lutheran Churches. -Although records are not 
complete, it is apparent that there were German roots 
in existence prior to the organizational date of 1880. 
Moreover, other roots are evident in that the Church 
of Denmark had a mission for seamen in Astoria in the 


1840s. 


The church building now setving the congregation 
was orginally the building of Zion Lutheran Church. 
Zion's previous building at 18th Street is no longer 
in existence. Trinity's church building was sold to 
Clatsop Community College and now serves the communi- 


ty as the Performing Arts Center. 


A historical Tecord, New Partners Old Roots, 
made the following statement regarding Peace Lutheran 
Church: "it is one of Oregon's oldest Lutheran 
congregations and it stands as a beacon of faith on 
the edge of the Pacific Ocean and the mouth of the 


mighty Columbia River."

AUGSBURG, Germany — Now that the 
Roman Catholic and Lutheran churches have 
reconciled 500 years of differences over salva- 
tion, the next step in bringing the two churches 
closer together will be allowing them to share in 
the Eucharist. 

“As we give thanks for the progress we have 
made, let us realize that the road ahead is diffi- 
cult,’’ Cardinal Edward Idris Cassidy, president 
of the Vatican’s Pontifical Council for Promot- 
ing Christian Unity, said Sunday at a service 
where the churches signed an agreement on jus- 
tification. 

The two churches are working on reaching 
agreement on Holy Communion and their inter- 
pretations of the bread and wine used. Although 
Catholics are normally welcomed to take part in 
Communion at Lutheran churches, the opposite 
isn’t always true. 

‘We want to experience the common 
Eucharist in our own lifetimes, not just for our 
children,’’ Ursula Schneider, 54, a kindergarten 
teacher and mother of four, said after watching 
the Sunday service. 

About 700 guests at Augsburg’s Lutheran 
Church of St. Anna’s and more than 2,000 
observers in a tent nearby watched, applauded and 
hugged each other as officials from the two bod- 
ies stated Sunday that both churches believe the 
salvation of individual Christians is ‘‘justified’’ 
by God’s love alone, not by human efforts. 

Martin Luther set in motion the Protestant 
Reformation on the same date 482 years ago, 








when he nailed his 95 theses to the door of the 
Castle Church in Wittenberg, protesting the prac- 
tice of selling indulgences to help believers gain 
forgiveness for their sins. The same disagreement 
later led to the Thirty Years War in the 17th 
century. 

The dispute centered on the question of how 
to get to heaven. Catholics believe that people’s 
actions can make a difference, while Lutherans 
believe salvation is based on faith alone. After 30 
years of consultation among theologians, the two 
sides announced in June that they would sign the 
agreement to unite their beliefs on justification. 

From the Vatican, Pope John Paul II wel- 
comed the signing as a ‘‘milestone along a dif- 
ficult path full of joy, union, and communion 
among Christians.’’ 

The prayer service and signing ceremony 
Sunday included representatives of two dozen 
countries. There were cardinals with purple- 
sashed black robes, Lutheran pastors with ruffled 
collars and women in the traditional clothing of 
their homes in Nigeria, Norway and India. 

After prayers and songs of repentance at Augs- 
burg’s Baroque Roman Catholic cathedral, par- 
ticipants in the service sang hymns during a half 
mile procession to St. Anna’s. Along the way, 
they passed near the spot where Protestant the- 
ologians in 1530 read aloud the document that 
serves as the basis of their church. 

The agreement doesn’t mean any immediate 
institutional change for the two churches. And as 
participants noted Sunday, there are still funda- 
mental areas where the two sides disagree, such 
as over the Eucharist and the interpretation of the 
bread and wine used in Holy Communion.

"Funerals will keep you busy," said someone on the first Sunday. And so it was 
that afternoon when I was called to accompany the mortician to the home of a 
member. 

The tragic sense of life marked the beginning of ministry in Astoria. 

Tragic though it be, life's end is part of life and we thank God for the Gospel 
that tells us God so loves us that He gave His only Son that believing on Him we shall 
not perish but have everlasting life. 

So we live our lives that makes death a fulfillment. 

Like remembering rain is Astoria. I remember being engrossed in necessary 
pronunciation. Every syllable with emphasis on the first. Begin with Kyllikki or 
Viekko Ylipelto, and Kotaniemi together with one hundred more unpronouncibles and 
unspellables and one has the basis for that which is beautiful and unforgetable. We 
remember. 

We remember the children and youth. The issue of the Finns predominated, and 
all the kids were a joy to be with and teach despite the unholy noise echoing and re- 
echoing through the church basement. 

Do you remember the old YWCA building (corner of Franklin and 12")? And 
the house next door that today is part of the Learning Center? Sunday School 
classrooms they were. 

Then there was "Zion", a name superceded. Above the main entrance and 


taking its own good time was "Peace". 











As this was all taking place, plans were being made to renovate and up grade 
the building and spruce up the grounds. Enhancement we would have called it, if it 
had been 1999. 

The results were welcomed in 1977 with a five-day celebration of evening 
meals, worship and Spirit blest Gospel messages by Dr. Leo Bustad, professor at 
Washington State University, Pullman, Washington. 

These recollections not meant to be inclusive of the first ten years of Peace's 
life was garnished by coffee rings, Finnish breads, annual crab dinner, lute fisk and 
lefse (ham for the purists).

Dear friends at Peace Lutheran Church, 


You are in my prayers as you celebrate the 25" anniversary of being Peace Evangelical Lutheran Church, which 
is just the most recent expression of your much longer ministry. Darlene and I would have enjoyed being there 
with you, but November 6" and 7" is “family weekend” at PLU where Courtney is a freshman. 


Our memories of being with you are quite poignant. They begin with recalling that I was single when you 
called me as your pastor. But toward the end of my first summer there, on August 15, 1993, Darlene and I were 
married in the midst of Sunday morning worship, with Pastor Darrel Lundby present to preach (as he is there 
with you again for your 25" anniversary). So Darlene, Courtney and John all became part of the congregation 
as well, and I will always remember the many ways you were warm and caring toward all three of them. 


My years with you were deeply marked with transition. Many of the beloved “saints” of the congregation were 
commended into the eternal care of their Savior. This was at times very difficult for me. Darlene reminds me 
that I had thirteen funerals in the first thirteen weeks I was there. It’s a good thing I was not married; there was 
little time for anything else! But as hard as it was for me, it was harder for the congregation. In my first year 
we said good-bye to people like Gunnar Johanson, Ole and Aune Luoma, Pastor Rudy Johnson, Al Sorkki, 
Vilho Perttu, and Florence Fager, to name just a few. Some wondered about the future of the congregation. 
When I was being interviewed, some predicted that I would come, bury the remaining faithful, and then the 
doors would close. Was that coming to pass? 


Or was God doing a new thing, as God promises in Isaiah: 


Do not remember the former things, 
Or consider the things of old. 
I am about to do a new thing; 
Now it springs forth, do you not perceive it? (Isaiah 43:18-19a) 


Iam convinced God did a new thing among you in my time with you. It started with those funerals. As people 
from the community came to church for the funerals, some decided to try Sunday worship too. Slowly new 
people began to arrive in the congregation, and then the momentum built so that you began to invite friends and 
other family members. I believe I buried something near 100 people in my years at Peace, but we welcomed 
three times that many new people into the life of the congregation. Thank you for the hospitality that you 
showed to new people. New people bring new energy and resources so that all people—new and old—are 
cared for. I pray that you will continue to trust this new thing that God continues to do among you.

The Worship Enhancement Committee was formed several years ago for the purpose of exploring how 


we might improve our worship experience. Originally the committee was asked to address the follow- 
ing four concerns: 


1. Access to Communion 

2. Nave & Sanctuary Lighting 
3. Pew Spacing 

4. Nave & Sanctuary Acoustics 


Ease of access to Communion was improved by moving the railing & kneelers down to the level of the 
main flooring. Several pews were removed which allowed for more space between each row. Remaining 
pew rows were reset at slight angles. 


A completely new lighting system was installed in the nave/ sanctuary. 


There was an obvious need to replace worn nave/ sanctuary carpeting. The committee recommended 
this be done to coordinate with an overall facility master plan developed over several years at an ex- 
pense of $4,000 to $5,000. At the same time carpeting was being replaced, it was decided to resurface 
the areas under the pews, the steps, and the entire nave area with hardwood oak. This was done not 
only to add to the beauty of an already attractive worship space but to help improve acoustics as well. 





Bequests specifically designated for worship enhancement, as well as some memorial funds, were used 
to pay for the new lighting, carpeting, and oak flooring. 


The committee also recommended that the worn carpeting in the narthex be replaced. To complete this 
part of the enhancement, all furniture in the narthex had to be removed. Once again, it was decided to 
keep with the committee's overall master plan by not returning the large display cases to the narthex. 
The overall master plan calls for some future renovation to the entry into the nave as well as an elevator 
connecting the upper and lower levels of our building. These future changes require that narthex furni- 
ture be somewhat limited. The large display cases will either be sold or given away. A new display case 
of a more appropriate size will be located in the social room. 


Removing the large display cases and other furniture from the narthex not only exposed the need to 
repaint the walls but apparently in Pastor Zschoche's mind also created the perfect opportunity to get 
it done. So, thanks to Pastor Z who took on the task of repainting the narthex walls! 


It has also been recommended by the committee that the congregation explore the possibility of finding 
a new location or home for the small antique organ. And finally, the committee recommended replacing 
the carpeting in the social room. An alternative to carpet, possibly tiling, should be placed in the 
kitchen area as well as under and around the serving table. 


Comments or questions on the work of the Worship Enhancement Committee are welcomed.
